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Abstract Two species of the genus Hampsondla Dyar are recognized from China, induding a new speaes, H. albidila, described 
heren. The photographs and the genital illustration of the examined species are given. A key to the Chinese species of the genus is 


provided. 
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The genus Hampsondla was erected by Dyar in 
1898, based on the type species, Parasa datata 
Hampson. Hering (1931) transferred the second species, 
Natada acatharta Hampson, to the genus. Yoshimoto 
(1994) described the third species, Hampsnidla marvelbosa , 
from Nepal. In China, one species has been recorded 
(Hering, 1931) up to now. In this paper, two species 
are reported from China, of which one species is 
described as new to science. 

The type specimens of the new species are deposited 
in the Institute of Zoology, Chinese Academy of 
Sciences, Beijing, China.

Farewing ochreous, inner and medial fasciae blackish 
brown, serrate more or less, full with blackish purple 
between them; out of medial fascia a big pale blackish 
brown patch with a grayish white centre; terminal fascia 
blackish brown, composed of series dots; cilia pale 
yellowish brown. Hindwing dark brown, usually with a 
terminal fascia. 

Male genitalia ( Fig. 4). Uncus with a small 
subapical process; gnathos long, apex blunt; valva 
narrow and long, base narrower than discal portion, 
apex broadly rounded; juxta with a process at middle of 
each lateral margin; aedeagus thick and short, discal part 
with a long and slender sclente, which bears many 


minute dents.
